“We have already discussed the pros- 
. pects of Tea-production in India, and 
adverted to the chatge made in Aus- 
tralia re Tea-adulteration in China. 
The immense exportation of tea from 
China and’ Japan, amounting — to 
22,000,000lbs. to Australia and New 
- Zealand, and 80,000,0001bs. to the 
United States and Canada, together 
with the enormous consumption of 
the same in Russia in Asia, the 
Khanates of Central Asia (carried 
overland) —leaving the Eurcpean de- 
mand aside—is more than a. gua- 
yantee of the quality of the article 
exported. * But, on the other hand, 
it may be argued that “ acceptation” 
was an ‘unavoidable necessity, ‘as 
China and Japan were the only tea- 
producing countries in the world ; 
and the Celestial, with his proverbial 
ingenuity, is not proof against temp- 
tation. South America may be ad- 
duced as an instance in point where 
- an indigenous product maté super- 
sedes the use: of the foreign article. 
The export of Chinese tea, however,. 
under the auspices of European’ 
firms of repute, ‘materially alters 
the aspects of the question,. and. 
reduces tho possibility ‘ of illicit 
practices to something comparatively 
infinitesimal. We must, therefore, 
look elsewhere for the grounds on 
- which the charge of adulteration is. 
made; and it will not surprise our 
readers to learn that they may be 
found -in the very Colonies that are 
the complainants in this case. It is 
not long since a consignment of: 
adulterated tea from Victoria was 
confiscated by the Customs authori- 
ties at ‘Wellington, New Zealand ; 
from which. we may: readily infer 
that such malpractices were not of 
"~ .unfrequent occurrence. Furthermore* | 
every retail vendor—store-keeper— 
_in the Colonies has special brands 
printed for his small packages, which 
are filled, made up, and issued’ to 
their customers as genuine articles of 
their class. They are seldom or 
“never served from the chest. Itis no 
cause for surprise, therefore, that the 
stockmen, shepherds, and miners, 
are accustomed to designate the. 
“decoction ” as post and rails!” 
_\ he advancement of the Indian 
_- teas needed not the disparagement 
of. those of China: “There can be no 


‘ucstion that. the general average: 


uality of the former is superior to 
that‘of: tha latter. This can be ac- 

, counted for by the fact that, after a 
score of years’ experience, ten grown 
and. manufactured by “European. 
agency, could not but be expected to 
_exceed the productions of the other 
tea countries in aroma and: flavor. 

_ We..are apprehensive .that the 
‘, disparagement. of the Chinese and 
Japanesd'tens is in some measure due 


to the introduction of the Indian teas 


into Australia, : The Indian Tea syn- 


dicate speak of having elevated the 
taste of Americans and Australians. 
But we would advise them and their 
constituents’ to let their teas stand 
on their merits ; for in trade, as in 
evolution, it will be the survival of 
the fittest, and a temporary enhance- 
ment artificially induced will only 
make the.inevitable depression all 
the more apalling,

&c., gives them ‘little or‘ no license,

tho preparation and partaking of their 
food. It is true that their eight hours 
ia dono in two shifts—4 night, 4 day, 
—but a man who has been sight hours 
on duty on foot, with all his energies. 
on tho alert, and having other duties 
ar1 work to perform outside thoso’ 
hours, reqaires according to somo our 
ablest -physiologists, at feast eight 
hours’ rest. If this is “over obtained 
it is generally brokon, at intorvals, 
which detracts from the value of the 
respite, We would remind our readers 
that we are speaking of Asiatics —a 
particular Hindu caste—who aro 
strangers in a strane lant, who have 
accomplished much for the prostige of 
the British priuces in: the Bast—bat 
aniet very’ differant conditions, viz. 
the timo and leisure of a soldier and 
the excitoment and honour of war. 


Wo have recaived to-day the firat 
copy of the Northern Post, a vew pa- 
per—certainly of sinall dimensions — 
just published in Tientsin. Tho port 
under notice is a growing one, and at 
no distant date will probably consider 
journalism an absolute necessity. In

Excelloncy the Governor has appointed 
Mr, Gordon Stafford Northcote to be

About four o'clock on: Sunday morn- 
ing, the sleeping inhabitants of the 
* vom of the ofient earth” were radely 
awakened from their slambors ‘by the 
guns from the Monte Fort announcing 
that there was a fire in the city. ° For 
a timo all was bustle. and confusion, 
but the firamen belonging to the vatious 
Chinese’ guilds turned out promptly, 
and proceeded with their hand engines 
to the scone of the conflagration. The 
National Guard: mustered at their. bar- 
racks, and romained under arms in 
readiness‘ for any emergency. The 
Government engines also turned out, 
and H.E. ‘the Governor, accompanied 

by a number of officials were quickly 
on the spot. The fire originated in a 


honse belonging to Mr. Remedios, 


.sitaated in a bye-lano leading down to 
the inner harbour, and had got a firm 
hold on the building before the engines 
could be brought to play on tho flames, 
There was a good deal of confusion at 
first, and ng thore scomed ‘every pro- 
bability of the firo spreadiug, the re-

‘There are 
many adversaries of the Lycoum in 
Portugal who would be glad to seo 
the. institution, re-modellad according 
to the requirements of our present.ago, 
Tho foundation of the “ Institute In- 
dustrial o Commorcial” of Lisbon was 
due to the spirit of reaction ngainst the 
old grooves of intellectual training up- 
held by the national Lyceums. Vis- 
count Almeida Garrett, an illustrious 
Portuguese writer and statesman, has 
lanuchéd’ very severe criticisms at the 
system ‘of old-fashioned education 
adopted in Portugal. In Hugland, 
there is a decided movement towards a 
professional education, and many col- 
leges have recontly beon oponed, 
where a really modern education is 
_ obtained quite adapted to the require- 
ments ofour opoch. I will: covclude 
this digression with a-few lines from 
the. prophetic pen of Carlyle, The 
. eminent essayist said : — What a farce
